Joint Chiefs, 
President Book 
Strategy Talks 


JOHNSON CITY, Tex. (AP) 
— President Johnson's latest 
search for ways to provide more 
men, equipment and money for 
the war in Viet Nam will reach 
new stage Saturday with the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff given a say- 
so in vital budget decisions. 
Johnson conferred for more 
than seven hours at his ranch 
home Tuesday with Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara 
and Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk. 
Among other things, the Tex­ 
as White House said, the offi­ 
cial* “studied various budgeta­ 
ry matters affecting the nation­ 
al security preliminary to a ses­ 
sion the President will have Sat­ 
urday morning on the defense 
budget” with the Joint Chiefs, 
McNamara and Deputy Secre­ 
tary of Defense Cyrus R. Vance. 
This meeting presumably will 
give the Pentagon's uniformed 
chifes a chance to give Johnson 
their views on the manpower, 
weapons and money they regard 
as essential. 
Traditionally, the uniformed 
services seek more funds and 
larger programs than the Presi­ 
dent 
finally 
approves. 
The 
budgetary pinch on some pro­ 
grams may 
be 
pariticularly 
acute this year because of John­ 
son’s desire to offset, as much 
as possible, the mounting cost of 
operations in Viet Nam. 
The Presidents ranch meet­ 
ing with Rusk and McNamara 
was described as intensive. In 
addition to a preliminary dis­ 
cussion of the defesne budget 
that will go to Congress next 
month, Johnson got a first hand 
report from McNamraa “on the 
status of operations in South 
Vite Nam.” McNamara spent ¿8 
hours in Saigon last week, get­ 
ting briefed by top officials or 
the scene.

A 9 H-inch reel of tape will 
hold 100,000 names: a filing cab­ 
inet. 20 million. Also recorded: 
occupation, age, family, nick­ 


name and dozens of other tidbits 
of information. 
Democratic National Commit­ 
tee mailing lists, plus those of 
about 
80 congressmen, 
have 
been stored on the computer 
tapes, Blaine said. 
The machine, in the basement 
of the office building where the 
party has its national headquar­ 
ters, is leased for about 55,000 a 
month. The payroll for its opera­ 
tion totals about $11,000 month­ 
ly, Congressmen who use the 
service pay part of the bill.

DeGaulle Set 


For Run-Off 


Election Race 


PARIS 
(AP) 
— 
President 
Charles de Gaulle told a weekly 
meeting of the French cabinet 
today that “naturally” he would 
be a candidate for a new seven- 
year term in the run-off presi­ 
dential election Dec. 19. 
De Gaulle’s decision was an­ 
nounced by Information Minis­ 
ter Alain Peyrefitie after the 
Cabinet meeting. 
There had been speculation 
before the first election round 
last Sunday that 
De 
Gaulle 
might withdraw if he failed to 
get the 50 per cent of the vote 
plus one required for election on 
the first try. De Gaulle got 44.63 
per cent, which sent him into a 
run off with leftist Francois Mit­ 
terrand, the No. 2 man who got 
31.71 per cent. 
Despite the speculation, in­ 
formed sources reported Tues­ 
day night that De Gaulle had de­ 
cided to run. 
Mitterrand is supported by the 
Socialists, the Communists and 
part of the Radical Socialist. 
Four 
other 
candidates 
were 
eliminated in the election Sun­ 
day. 
The present expectation is that 
enough moderate an comserva 
tive support will switch from the 
defeated candidates to De Gaul­ 
le to put him over in the runoff. 


The Logan Elm School

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — A 
legislative study committee has 
started work on the first com­ 
plete survey to determine exist­ 
ing and potential historical sites 
in Ohio. 
The committee, holding its in­ 
itial session Tuesday, heard a 
preliminary report and agreed 
to reconvene Feb. 3 after more 
data has been gathered. 
David S. Atwater, research 
associate for the Legislative 
Study Commission, pointed out 
that such sites in Ohio number 
thousands and range from glac­ 
ial scourings to the professional 
football hall of fame. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Ohio maintained its eighth-place 
ranking among the states in 
prime military contracts award­ 
ed during fiscal 1965, but drop­ 
ped to an 11-year low of $863 
million, Ohio State University’s 
Bureau of Business Research 
reported today. 
The bureau’s current bulletin 
has a report, based on one from 
the U. S. Department of Defense 
saying that while the 50-state 
total declined 4.7 per cent, con­ 
tracts awarded to Ohio firms 
fell 16.1 per cent.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP)—De­ 
spite 
assurances from 
Presi­ 
dent Johnson, organized labor 
leaders say they are running 
scared in their drive in 
Con­ 
gress to wipe out state laws 
that ban union-shop contracts. 
Top AFL-CIO officers public­ 
ly voice no doubts that Johnson 
will tive up to his pledge to 
push for repeal of Section 14B 
of the Taft-Hartiey Act. 
But. privately they are wor­ 
ried that lukewarm administra­ 
tion support may mean defeat 
of the repeal fight for the for- 
seeable future. 
Section 14B permits the states 
to outlaw union-shop contracts 
under which all employes must 
join the union. Nineteen states 
have such laws. The union shop 
is legal under the federal labor 
law in the 31 other states which 
do not specifically prohibit it. 
With Congress due to convene 
next month, labor leaders 
say 
they still have no firm commit­ 
ment from administration lead­ 
ers on when the repeal bill will 
be brought up in the Senate or 
how hard Democratic leaders 
will fight to crush a renewed 
Republican filibuster that side­ 
tracked the bill this year. 
“They demand responsibility 
from labor,” said an aide, and 
“the Senate failed to live up to 
its resposibility,”

Cong Offers 
12-Hour Truce 
For Holiday 


WASHINGTON

U.S. spokesman '-ailed on the 
Communists in Viet Nam today 
to give a “ real Christmas pres­ 
ent” to the world by going be- 
I yond their truce offer and open* 
mg peace negotiations. 
Robert J. McC!o*key, a State 
Department press officer, de­ 
clined to say specifically wheth­ 
er the United States and South 
Viet Nam would accept or re­ 
ject the Communists* offer of a 
12-hour Christma« Eve cease 
fire. 
He added that he could not 
say what instructions might b« 
issued to U.S. troops. 
“ As far as this 12-hour Christ­ 
mas lull is concerned,” McClo»- 
key said, “the real Christmas 
present for the entire world 
would be a readiness to make 
peace and to accept any of the 
suggestioas made by ourselves 
and others to move to the con­ 
ference table.” 
In respon.se to questions Me- 
Closkey said he did not see any 
readiness on 
the Communist 
side to negotiate. 
State 
department 
officials 
said the cease fire offer will be 
studied when it is received. 
The Cong’s 12-hour Christmas 
truce offer was reported broad* 
cast by the Cong’s “ Liberation 
Radio.” 
The broadcast said the Viet 
Cong will “stop attacks through­ 
out South Viet Nam” from 7 
p.m. Christmas Eve until 7 a.m. 
Christmas Day. 
It said this would be done “to 
allow people on the other side to 
celebrate Christmas in peace ” 
This would apply, the broadcast 
said, provided the troops car­ 
ried no weapons and there wer« 
“no means” of spying. 
It warned, however, that “if 
the other side takes advantage 
of this situation, we will be ob­ 
liged to defend ourselves.” 
The Communists have offered 
truces before on Tet, the Viet­ 
namese lunar new year, which 
usually falls in January. But 
during one new year period the 
Viet Cong occupied a large stra­ 
tegic valley while government 
troops were celebrating. It took 
the Saigon regime two years to 
regain control of the area. 
Last Christmas Eve, Commu­ 
nist terrorists exploded a pow­ 
erful bomb in a U.S. officers* 
billet in downtown Saigon, kill- 
mg two Americans and injuring 
81 other persons. The blast in 
the seven- story Brink Hotel 
was the worst terrorist attack of 
the Vietnamese war up to that 
date. 
in August, the Communists 
called for a cease-fire during a 
Buddhist holiday but the truce 
was not generally observed by 
either side. 
Quoting the Central Commit­ 
tee of the National Liberation 
Front, the Viet Cong’s political 
high command, the Communist 
broadcast said the Viet Cong 
“will stop attacks throughout 
South Viet Nam” from 7 p.m. 
Christmas Eve until 7 a.m. 
Christmas Day to enable Ameri­ 
can troops and Catholic soldiers 
in the South Vietnamese army

The British did it to their b e­ 


loved Sir Winston Churchill ia 
1955 when he w as 80 and too fee­ 
ble to do his job. The m en clos­ 
est to him urged him to quit as 
prim e m inister, and he did, al­ 
though he lived 10 years after 
that. 
As chancellory 
of W est G er­ 
m any for 14 years, Konrad Ad­ 
enauer had led his country from 
the ruins of war to bulging pros­ 
perity. 
His own 
party 
forced 
him out in 1963 when he w as 87. 


T here’s no danger of an old- 
tim er freezing to his job in this 
country with its elections every 
four years and a two-term lim it 
on the presidency. 
In India one of the most im ­ 
portant leaders of the 20th cen­ 


tury seem ed bound to stay in 
the saddle indefinitely, although 
India 
was 
a 
dem ocracy, 
be 
cause no one like him was in 
sight and he had trained no o n e .! 
This was Jaw'aharlal Nehru, 
who had been prim e m inister 
since India got its independence 
from Britain in 1947. But he died 
in 1964 at 74.

com e India's patron saint, Mo­ 
handas Gandhi, which illustrat­ 
ed som ething less about dem o­ 
cratic societies 
In them it seem s easier for 
violent death to rem ove a lead­ 
er, no m atter how popular he is 
while he is out m oving among 


the public, than It is In a d icta-1 


torship 
This is what happened to Gan 


dM, shot to death in 1948 by a 
Hindu extrem ist Who wanted no 
part of brotherly relations with 
the M oslem s. Gandhi, then 7g, 
had lust finished a fast intended 
to soften Hindu Moslem enm ity. 


The assassination of President 
John F, Kennedy is a prim e ex ­ 
am ple, too. 


But the long life and unelial 
lenged tenure of the dictators - 
or the leaders of a dictatorial 
regim e of left or right — has 
plenty of exam ples.

In 
a democratic society he gener­ 
ally has a bumpy time. 
Last Sunday’s blow to French 
President Charles 
de 
Gaulle’s 
pride was just the latest exam ­ 
ple. His people, failing to give 
him 
enough 
votes 
to 
re-elect 
him, forced him into a run-off 
election later this month. 
But 
in 
other 
democracies 
great 
postwar 
leaders 
were 
nudged hard enough to make 
them realize they had outlived 
their political usefulness. 
The British did it to their be­ 


loved Sir Winston Churchill io 
1955 when he was 80 and too fee­ 
ble to do his job. The men clos­ 
est to him urged him to quit as 
prime minister, and he did, al­ 
though he lived IO years after 
that. 
As chancellory of West Ger­ 
many for 14 years, Konrad Ad­ 
enauer had led his country from 
the ruins of war to bulging pros­ 
perity. 
His own party forced 
him out in 1903 when he was 87. 


There’s no danger of an old­ 
timer freezing to his job in this 
country with its elections every 
four years and a two-term limit 
on tho presidency. 
In India one of the most im­
